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THE SALARY DOXZSN'T MATTER. 


Sir Henry Thornton is to get $50,000 per year 
for managing the National Railway system. He 
will earn the money and be cheap at the price if 
he can bring the revenues and expenditures of 
the system into any reasonable relationship. It 
is better to pay a fifty thousand dollar salary than 
a fifty million dollar deficit. 


GIVE THEM A CHANCE. 

If the merchants of Edmonton or any other 
city think they can cause a larger amount of 
business to be done by keeping their stores open 
six full days in the week, just why should the 
Legislature refuse to let them do it? The complaint 
everywhere is that business is dull, and that be- 
cause it is dull jobs are scarce, money is not ciren- 
lating freely, and everybody has that hard-up 
feeling. Then why go out of the way to put 
hobbles on anyone who wants to help break up 
the stagnation? 


NOT GETTING OUT YET. 

The Bill by which the administration at Wash- 
ington sought to get rid of the gigantic fleet of 
merchant ships which were built with publie 
money and have been swinging idle in a score of 
harbors for four or five years, had ta be dropped 
because of opposition in Congress. Canadians may 
be pardoned for taking a certain amount of con- 
solation, of a mean kind, out of the failure of their 
neighbors to get rid of the elephant so easily. We 
have a Government merchant marine of our own. 
Not nearly so large, of course, but plenty large 
enough—unless it is doing better than it did in 
former years—to make the taxpayers wish some- 
body would kidnap it. 


WHY FOOD WAS SCARCE. 

The American Relief Administration announces 
that it will send no more food to the starving Rus 
sians. The administration has discovered that 
while it was feeding the famine victims the Soviet 
Government was shipping grain out of the coun- 
try and filling up its depleted treasury with 
foreign gold—to be used of course in keeping the 
Red army in trim and spreading propaganda in 
the United States and other parts of the non- 
Bolshevik world. The notion that Lenin is a fool 
may as well be dismissed. Anybody who ean put 
a deal like that over Mr. Hoover and an organiza- 
tion of American business men has to be as clever 
as he is crooked. 


A ROUND-UP AT SASKATOON. 

Tho Saskatoon police have made a round-up of 
‘‘dope’’ peddlers, and the magistrate has sent six 
of them to jail for terms ranging from three 
months to a year. The punishment is certainly 
not over-severe. Hanging is the only appropriate 
penalty for that crime, and it may be that before 
the business is stopped the criminal code will | 
have to be changed so as to make it applicable. In 
the meantime the lash might do something to put 
terror into the minds of the dispensers, and it 
could not be wielded in a better cause. By the way, | 
the dispatch gives the names of three of the cul 
prits sentenced at Saskatoon, apparently all 
Chinamen. That is another phase of the law | 
enforcement that will have to be amended. White 
women and white men do not obtain all their 
supplies from Celestials. The ‘‘respectable’’ white 
distributor has less excuse than his yellow com- 
petitor, and should get worse treatment at the 
hands of the magistrates 


A HAPPY RELEASE. 

The Government members of the Legislature 
pre to be congratulated on their narrow escape | 
from having to line up on the question of ‘group | 
government’ so eloquently and insistently ex: | 
pounded by Mr. H. W. Wood.

In point of fact it would be difficult for the best 
intentioned weather in the world to get better 
and better starting from the record of the last 
week, Zero weather in Sunny Alberta is not easy 
to improve, and Friday brought a touch of some- 
thing that looked and felt very much like spring. 
The first robin has not yet been reported, and the 
spring poets have not yet begun to gush, but both 
these marvels may be supposed to be on the way 
and due to appear in the reasonably near future. 
The lengthening of the days is very noticeable, 
with the youngsters trotting off to school a half 
hour earlier, and daylight lingering to show the 
homeward path to the chap who sticks it out at 
the office until six o’clock bell rings. We are, in 
fact, one-third of the way of the longest day of 
the year. 

While always hoping for the best, dwellers in 
this latitude are in prudence bound to view the 
approach of winter with apprehensions that it will 
justify the pictorial representations on the Christ- 
mas cards. As is frequently the case, Albertans 
have been agreeably disappointed in this. It has 
not been a cold winter, neither has the snowfall 
been excessive. The periods of low temperature 
have been few, and not lengthy. We have had no 
blizzards, in this part of the province at any rate, 
and the snow could have been twice the depth 
without bringing complaint. Residents of this dis- 
trict do feel that they have legitimate ground to 
claim that there has been more wind than is at all 
common here, or at all necessary. Windy 
have been uncommonly plentiful, the breezes have 
at times persisted in blowing when the mercury 
was well down in the scale, and have provided 
correspondingly fertile subjects for disapproving 
comment. Beyond frost-bites and discomfort 
there was little damage from this visitation of the 
kind of thing our friends in the southern parts of 
the province are used to. The railways and roads 
have not been blocked, the local street railway has 
had little trouble with snow, the sidewalks have 
not had to be plowed out, nor the surplus precipi- 
tation removed from the streets at heavy coat— 
which is the usual winter program in many parts 
of the eastern provinces. 

In candor it has to be admitted that the win 
ter has not been nearly so bad economically as the 
advance notices promised. Last summer every- 
body seemed to be convinced that the cities would 
swarm with armies of idle men when winter came, 
while Miss Agnes McPhail M.P., Mr. H. W. Wood, 
and numerous other authorities seemed to be try- 
ing to tell us that the farmers were so desperately 
hard up it was doubtful if any of them would ba 
able to stay on the farms till spring. 

The events have failed to live up to the fore- 
casts. Thanks largely to the fact that the city 
councils throughout Alberta made plain last fal} 
that they did not intend to set up free boarding 
houses for strangers who preferred to spend an 
idle winter at the expense of the taxpayers, the 
demand for relief has been practically confined ta 
bona fide residents, and has at no time developed 
into a serious public ‘‘problem.’’ While business 
in town has not been brisk there has been no epi- 
demic of failures, such as is to be looked for when 
things have altogether gone to the bad. 
ton seems to have fared as well as cities generally, 
and better than some, if the bank returns are to 
be taken as a standard of comparison with other 
centres and other seasons, 

As for the farmers, they are still on the home 
steads—which is evidence that they have either 
paid their creditor or stood them off—and have 
not yet begun to send up distress signals that they 
will not be able to sow a crop this spring because 
the Provincial Government 
money to buy seed grain. They have been favor 
ed with weather mild enough to largely off-set the 
feed shortage due to dry period last summer. 


Stock are reported to be coming through the win- | 
| ter in good candition, and at low cost, facts which 


will help to balance the accounts and restore the 
confidence of the farmer who found himself last 
fall facing winter with less than his usual supply 


| of feed.
